The Government Take* an AutotnoMle 
on a Rural Mail Route 

"The government is keeping up 
with the times in everyjrespect," re- 
marked a post office official to a Wash- 
ington Star representative the other 
day. "Several of the departments are 
making experiments in wireless 
telegraphy, and we may see the day 
when every man can talk to the ten- 
ants on his farm without getting out 
of his easy chair at his own fireside, 
figuratively speaking. The man of 
the future may lay aside his eelf- 
smoking cigar and send a wireless 
telegram to his farm something like 
thi<: 'The weather bureau advises 
me that it will rain at four 
.('( lock this afternoon. Make hay 
while the sun shines.' And the ten- 
ant, of course, will get in the hay. 

"I am led to this prophesying by 
(he fact that we have an automobile 
rural mail route out west, the first in 
the United States. I luring the ltuf- 
falo exposition the government con- 
ducted a city automobile service, but 
that was over imool h streets and was 
nut an experiment. The first regular 
route lias been established between 
Portland and Penn villa, both in In- 
diana, and is aanccess. It covers a dis- 
tance of 12 miles and ittakesone hour 
for the mail to reach its destination. 
There are several small way stations 
'ervpd. The route is covered twice 
each day. The machine leaves at j 
eight in the morning and at four in 
the afternoon. Half an hour after 
it reaches its destination it starts on 
its return trip. This gives time 
enough to answer any important let- 
ters by return machine.

UNIQUE MEASURE 

To Prohibit Accumulation of Pri- 
vate Fortune*.
